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HE Money that is Current within his Aajefties Dowinions , 
confiſting onely of Foreign Bullion, we cannot abſolutely'at 
all times ſecure to our ſelves a lufficient quantity thereof to 

ſupply our Occafions 3 ſo that (' ic being the Common Meaſure 
wherewith all Trade is Driven.) men are enforced to ſtand (ti) in 
their Occupations, to their'great Impoveriſhment :/ Now if a means 
can be found out to ſupply this defe&, Trade will be enlivened, not- 
withſtanding any accident that may hinder the Importation, or oc- 
caſion the Exportation of Bullion, or any other way obſtru& our 
Money in its due Ezrculation, which 1s the Cauſe of the many lamens» 
table Calamities and ruinous Effects that are foundFamongſt us. 


Money being no more than a depoſite given for ſach Commodities 
as men part withal , if in lieu thereof, a Credit be raiſed upon a ſub- 
ſtantial Ford, it will in all reſpects anſwer the uſe of Aoney, And 
ſuch is the Credit which 'we propoſe to iſſue forth , which all men 
may eaſily obtain by depoſiting their BEAD STOCK, without the 
lea(t diſrepute or inconveniency. to themſelves, upon ghe reaſonable

To the rendring this Credit Current , no more is required. than 
what is already practiſed in Bazks here and abroad, where Mer de- 
poſite Morey, and obtain the Bark-Credit , which generally paſſeth in 
Receipts and Payments without the real ifluing of aovey, the Aoncy 
remaining as a Pawn or Ground of Security in the Caſh Cheſt, or elſe 
is Iimployed by the Barker to his own benefit, the Paper Credit being 
chiefly Current amongſt Traders 3 and. if the Bayker milcarry in his 
Adventures ( and the Money being uyou Intereſt, muSt not lie dead with. 
out his inevitable ruine ) the Fond that ſhould .ſecure the Credit is 
gone 3 and whereas he takes in Moneys we receive Wares and Mer- 
chandize, which are alwayes to be found in the Magazine, and not 
fo liable to be Tmbezel'd, Rob'd, or Seiz'd : Wherefore is in all re- 

"ſpects a better Security than a Mozey-Bark.
